The sturdy and industrious peasant, 
thé honest laborer, the man of leisure 
and intelligence, in sympathy with the 
free institutions of this land, have been 
outnumbered by the violators of law, 
by the red-handed Anarchist, by the 
indigent sick and the scum of the 
pauper and viciousmasses. The influx 
of these obnoxious and objectionable 
elements has been steady and constant. 
A tremendous exodus of the agitators, 
the malcontents and the lawless of the 
old countries has taken place, and it has 
tended toward the shores of the New 


If this condition of things is permit- 
ted to continue, it will soon become 
doubtful if there be sufficient vitality 
in our Government to withstand it. 
Already the imperative need of meas- 
ures for our self-preservation is appar- 
ent, for it is a fact beyond dispute that 
a noinconsiderable proportion of our 
immigration is of a class 
who _ will 
interests, foster American institutions, 
as become the brave defenders of 
American liberty. It is beyond ques- 
tion that their presence here antago- 
nizes the permanency of our institu-
